Eclipsing 111 October monthly 
prodfuction records in its history, 
the Ford Motor Company of Can¬ 
ada. Limited, produced a total of 
9,200 finished 1 cars during Octo¬ 
ber 1925, when 5,028 cars were 
manufactured. 

On the present month’s pro¬ 
duction, more than 5.000 were for 
export, In October 1923, 3.046 
were sent abroad. The figures 
qiven are for the main plant at 
Ford City, Ontario, and the eight 
assembly plants throughout Can¬ 
ada. 

Ordinarily October is one of 
the dullest seasons of the year in 
the automobile industry gener¬ 
ally. Increase at this time isbas- 
ed on splendid crop conditions, 
officials say, coupled wth the 
popularity of new models.

As he fished he noticed a black 
bear prowling around the margin 
of the lake looking for the eggs 
of the breeding water-fowl, bears 
dearly love more or less addled 
bird eggs. Old Tom was not par¬ 
ticularly interested in Bruin, for 
at this season of the year the fur 
is out of condition and practical¬ 
ly valueless.

SEVEN SEASONS WORK IN 
WINTER STEER FEEDING 

(Elxperimenal Farms Note) 

The average profit for seven 
seasons work in winter :steer/feed- 
ing at the S/cbtt Experimental 
Station has been $15.12 per head 
per season after deducting all. 
costs of feed and shipping. 

The steers are usually purchas¬ 
ed in November and started on a 
light grain ration with straw and 
roughage. Other lots have been 
fed other roughage with straw 
such as silage, sheaves, and prairie 
wool hut good profits have been 
realized from lots getting straw- 
only for roughage. The grain ra¬ 
tion consists of crushed oats and 
barley and the quantity is usual¬ 
ly about three pounds per head 
per day at first and is very grad¬ 
ually increased until they are - on 
full feed If the grain is not eat 
en in twenty minutes it should 
he removed) from the trough and 
the quantity reduced. 

Dehorned' blocky steers are the 
most profitable feeders and if 
all one breed and colour thiey will 
be much more attractive to the 
buyer when put on the market. 
Steers from 12-18 months old at 
the titae of purchase have been 
sightly more profitable than 
those one year older when sold 
on the Winnipeg market but the 
larger steer is more profitable 
for export. The steers at Scott, 
are usually sold in March or Ap¬ 
ril.
